b. The United States Criminal Coda includes within the crime of 
embezzlement the unauthorized retention by an olfieer, employee or 
agent of the United States of s alary, pay, or emoluments for which 
proper accounts have not been rendered, and prescribes as a penalty 
upon conviction for such embezzlement when the amount involved ex- 
ceeds $100,, a fine in a sura equal to the amount embezzled or im- 
prisonment for not more than ten years, or both; and when the amount 
embezzled does not exceed #100,, a fine of not more than $1000 or 
imprisonment for not more than one year, or both, (Title 18, United 
States Code, Section 6i*3) . The Criminal Code further prescribes as 
a penalty upon conviction for knowingly presenting a false, fictitious,, 
or fraudulent claim against the United States, or any agency or depart- 
ment ther of, a fine of not more than $10,000 or imprisonment for not 
more than five years, or both. (Title 18, United States Code, Section 
287).
